lia clears buildings. 
Tho other day he 


said: 


•''When I was living in Stockholm, 


tho large granaries, were full of-rats, 
aud a reward was offered to clear them. 
JIany tried.' Traps were set by the 
hundred. 


"One tnau built n room as large as an 


ordinary parlor, cased it with tin and 
feel the rats with oatmeal • scented with 
oil of aniseed, gradually laying trains 
of this feed to the room until he had all 
the rats on a string. Then he fitted an 
automatic drop to the entrance, and 
v.'i-icn his rats were feeding he caged 
them all, several hundred, The first 
i:;r;j who did this went into the room 
wiili clogs to kill them and was nearly 
enien himsflf, like that farmer out west 
a' low weeks ago. The second man. 
starved and thon poisoned his,.but in a 
week there wore just as many rats as 
ever. 
The supply was inexhaustible 


from tho rivers aud quays. Poisoning 
w:'.s no good because of the terrific 
s::io!l, ami so I took tho matter in hand. 


"I thought it over and finally set a 


tr:!vi aud caught some rats. Then I tied 
a piece of wire round their necks, to 
v.-hich 1 slung n little tinkling brass 
bell, aud -then I let the bell ringers 
IccfO iu the building they had been 
caught iu. They kuew the runs and 
vent to join their friends and relatives, 
who of course ran from the hells. The 
inoro they ran tho more ran the bell 
carriers, until tho building was 'hoo- 
doo' iu rat language and not a rat 
would enter. 


"If I could have lured back my boll 


cairiera, all would have been well; hut, 
familiarity breeding contempt, the rats 
crew accustomed to them and in a few 
mouths were back again, and as build- 
lag after building had been cleared by 
this trick the.ro was not a rat in the city 
who did not know of the bells. Then 1 
tried tarring some rats with 
strong 


(smelling coal, tar, which rats cannot 
benr aud will avoid if possible, and this 
answered for aw bile, but a fire occurred, 
jincl a rat, tar coated, ran out of the 
blazing building with bis fur ablaze 
and, going into another building not in 
danger, set it on Sre—wood gets very. 
dvy iu those old buildings' over tbere— 
and so au ordinance was passed prohib- 
iliug tho UPS of tar. 


"I had made money, and I came to 


this country. I did well for some years, 
but in tho depression my capital ran 
short aud I failed; so then I took to 
clearing business places of rats again 
end nra doing quite well. 
The first 


thing is to learn tho Iny of the building 
vhrre tho rats conie from. 
If a grain 


elevator is near, clear the elevator and 
trap those in the other places. Rats very 
icltlom run around more than one build- 
in;;, except as au overflow. Then, hav- 
ing determined that point, try the tar, 
then the bell, and after that these fel- 
lows in the cage. They are coated with 
luminous ptiiut, and being exposed .to 
the sunlight here can bo taken to a 
tinkling tonight, loosed aud will fly 
through tho runs, spreading fear wher- 
ever they go and- creating a stampede. 
If you Imvo ever seen luminous paint 
•effects, you can readily understand it.. 
The great beauty of this plan is that the 
r::ts do not live more than 24 to 48 
hours after a coating with this paint, so 
the novelty never wears off, 
Ifc is a prep- 


aration of lime, which I discovered for 
myself, and has to be newly made and 
mixed like a varnish. This closes the 
pores of the skin, and after chasing 
around to catch np with tho flying rela- 
tives the rat is in a sweat, and that fin- 
ii-hcs him, and they never get used to it. 
Will a rat sweat? Well, yon cage a rat, 
aud then let a terrier, roll the cage 
around for a few minutes, and you will 
ECO a rat as damp as if dipped into a 
"pail of water. 
I get as high as $20 a 


month for keeping some places in this 
city clear of rats, and I work several 
other cities as well. The only thing I am 
nfraid of is the society (Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals), but I have nearly 
made enough to start in my own busi- 
ness again, and then I will cease rat 
driving. Sell ajy business? No, I may 
want again in this city of nps and 
clowns."—New York Sun.

Congressman Newlands has intro- 


duced two bills to promote the cause of 
irrigHtion. One of these bills pertains 
to Nevada aloue. 
It authorizes and 


direuts the Secretary of the Interior to 
oaase surveys and examinations to be 
made of tlae headwaters and tributa- 
ries of the Walker, Humboidt, Carson 
and Trnokee rivers, and determine and 
report upon the location and cost o.' 
reservoirs to be constructed and main- 
tained thereon for the conservation 
and storage of their waters for indus- 
trial purposes. 


The seuond section of the bill pro- 


Tides that the moneys appropriated by 
the act shall be expended in carrying 
oat the objects and purposes of the 
act under such rules and regulations 
as the Secretary of the Interior may, 
from time to time prescribe, and the 
Secretary of the Interior shall report 
to Congress on the first Monday of 
each year, all surveys, examinations 
end estimates made by him or by hi? 
order and the amount of money ex 
pended pursuant to the requirement 
of the Act. 


The third section appropriates the 


Bam of forty thousand dollars out of 
any money in the United States Trens.- 
cry, not otherwise appropriated, to be 
expended in carrying out the provis- 
ions of the act.

The Democrats, Silver Republicans 


and Populists of Oregon in Convention 
at Portland, agreed upon a platform 
which was adopted by each of the three 
conventions. The platform demands 
tbe free and 
unlimited coinage of 


•ilver and. gold at tbe rates of 16 to 1, 
without waiting for the consent of 
foreign Nations; opposes Government 
by injunction and condemns as dan- 
ergous the packing of the Supreme 
Court of the United States with corpora- 
tion lawyers. 


When the vote un tbe adoption of 


tbe platform was announced in the 
Populist convention about twenty 
delegates, who called themselves mid- 
dle-of-the-road men, but 
who' are 


suspected of having been purchased by 
corporation gold, as were those who 
opposed fusion in the Ohio Populist 
convention a year ago, left the ball. 


There is a full State ticket^ two 


Representatives in Congress and a 
Legislature, which will choose a United 
States Senator to be elected in Oregon 
next June. At the last State Election 
two years ago, the Republicans, Popu- 
lists and Democrats had tickets in the 
field. In tbe First Congressional Dis- 
triot,Tongjie,R< publican received 19,355 
votes Vanderburg, Populist, 19,292 votes 
and Myers Democrat, 7,914 votes. Op- 
position being divided, Tongue was 
elected by u plurality of 63, and certain 
precincts were thrown out to give him 
that small plurality. In tbe Second 
Congressional District, Ellis, Repub- 
lican, received 12,617 votes, Quinn, Pop- 
ulist, 12,239 votes, Bennett, Democrat, 
7,099 votes and Nnrthrop, Independent 
Republican, 8,807 votes, giving Ellis a 
plurality of 378 votes. The Legislature 
was overwhelmingly Republican by 
reason of the division in the ranks of 
the oppositioD, but it failed to elect a 
Senator to succeed, Mitchell and the 
State now has but one Senator in Con- 
gress. 


This yc«r with the Democrats, Silver 


Republicans and Populists united, ex- 
cept a fe.w impracticable middle-of-the- 
road men, who for some reasons best 
known to themselves, and, possibly, 
the agents of the gold trust, prefer to 
have the Gold Republicans carry, the 
State than to fuse with the Democrats 
and Silver Republicans. Tbe fusion 
ticket should be elected and two Rep- 
resentatives and one Senator in Con- 
gress added to the free coinage forces. 


IT is predicted by some members of 


Congress that in the event of war with 
Spain tbe remonetization of silver is 
inevitable. Gold will be immediately 
withdrawn from circulation in the east 
and silver will have to take its place to 
a considerable extent. This would ne- 
cessitate the coinage of the bullion pur- 
chased under the bberman Act and 
now lying useless in the treasury 
vaults.

In the tall building it is emphatically 


"a condition, not a theory," that con- 
fronts ns. The many storied office build- 
ing is a necessary product of certain 
economic factors which have operated in 
spite of the architects, and more intense- 
ly in the United States than elsewhere. 
This is what has made it so peculiarly 
an American product. Of these econom- 
ic factors the cost of land, so common- 
ly alleged as the controlling one, has 
really been the least important. 
Land 


in parts of Paris and London is as cost 
ly as in New fork nnd Chicago, bnt the 
15 story office building has never come 
into vogne there, while, on the other 
hand, buildings of 10 or 12 stories are 
Dot uncommon in American cities of the 
second and third rank, where land ii 
relatively cheap. The causa cansans of 
the skyscraping monstrosity is to be 
Bought in the drive and hurry of Amer 
ican business life, and in the accom 
panying American propensity to save 
time and labor. The skyscraper is I 
huge labor saving and time saving de 
vice. 


Each building is almost a completi 


city, often comprising within its wall 
banks and insurance offices, postoffloe 
and telegraph office, business exchanges 
restaurants, olnbrooms and shops. The 
business man can provide himself wit! 
clothes, shoes, cigars, stationery am 
baths; receive and dispatch his mail anc 
his telegrams; speculate on 'change 
consult his lawyer and hia architect in 
their offices and transact his own busi 
ness—all without leaving tbe building 
in which his office is located. The ex 
press elevator which shoots him up 
the sixteenth story or drops' him wit] 
breathless speed to the basement is a 
product oi this same American bast 
and economy, and without the elevato 
the tall office building would be an im 
possibility. It is the triumphant sue 
cess of the skyscraper as a time saving 
invention which has . made it so con 
spicuous and insistent an element in on 
American architecture. — Engineering 
Magazine.

SUFFERING WOMEN AND 


CHILDREN. 


Nevada Should Not ba Behind Her 


Sister States iu the Cause 


of Humanity. 


The Congressional committee which 


was dispatched to, Cuba to study the 
ondition« of the suffering people thore 
has returned and brings the most bar- 
owing tales of desolation aud starva- 
ion. Think of innocent women and 
hildren slowly starving to death, al- 
most naked under a tropical sun,-with 
oracious vultures hovering near at 
land ready to pounce upou 'the poor 
creatures, who through weakness have 
fallen and being unable to drive them 
away must endure the additional 
agony of having their flesh torn from 
their quivering bodies until 'death 
comes as a welcome relief. 


Last week Senator Thurston, who 


wag one of the committee and whose 
wife accompanied him and died while 
trying to aid the starving reeoncentre- 
dos, arose in the Senate of the United 
States and, though his heart was break- 
ing through his own loss, he hastened, 
to render an account of bis mission, in 
the hope that relief might be extended 
without delay to those poor creatures 
who yet might be saved from H horrible 
death. The galleries of the Senate 
chamber were packed with visitors 
and nearly every Senator was in his 
seat, and as Mr. Thuraton vividly pict- 
ured the sights that had uome nuder 
his observatioD.stroug meu sobbed 1 ke 
children, women swooned and many of 
the dignified Senators bowed their 
heads on their desks aud gave way to 
silent grief. At the conclusion of his 
eloquent, appeal for prompt action and 
relief, overcome with his own emotion 
be sank into his seat and a moment 
later the auditors iu tbe gallery and his 
associate Senators broke forth in ap- 
proving cheers and applause, some- 
thing that seldom occurs and iu fact is 
not permitted in the United States Sen- 
ate, but on this occasion ths President 
allowed the feelings of those present to 
be expressed without restraint. 


Jnst think of 5,600 people dying from 


starvation during the month of Febru- 
ary, only 70 miles from the boundary 
of the United States,-the greater por- 
tion of them driven from their homes 
and employment through conditions 
brought about, not by honorable war- 
fare, but through the thirst for blood 
of a semi-barbaric people who for cent- 
uries have never been free from war 
with ather nations, revolutions in their 
colonies, and in fact are considered the 
banditti and midnight assassins of the 
world.

HE CIFY OF RENO WAS INCORPO- 


rated by a special Act of the Legisla- 


ture of the State of Nevada, approved March 
8,1897. It is the largest city on the line of 
the Central Pacific Kailioad between Sacra- 
mento, California, and Ogden, Utah, has had 
a steady and coutinuous growth ever since its 
inception and is situated in the midst of the 
richest agricultural and stock raising country 
between the Sierra Nevada and the Rocky 
mountains 
Its iesources are agricultuial and 


pastoral rather than those of mines. 
It is the 


terminus of the V. & T- R. R. extending 
south with its connection three hundred and 
fifty miles, and also of the N. C. & O. R. R. 
extending north eighty miles. It is the seat 
of the State University, of the State Hospital 
for Mental Diseases, and of the State Agricul- 
tural Society. At the general election of 
1896 it cast 1300 votes and its present esti- 
mated population is 6,500. Its assessed valua- 
tion in the yeas 1897 was the sum of $1,745,- 
890 \vhicli was upon a low and veiy conserva- 
tive basis of valuation. 
Its total bonded in- 


debtedness from alt souices is $45,000. 
The 


total rate of taxation in the year 1897 for 
State, county, and local purposes was $2.87 
on each one nurtured dollars valuation. 


By its Incorporation Act the City is author- 


ized, subject lo an affirmative vote of its elec- 
tors 'o issue its bonds in a sum not exceeding 
$ 150,000 for procuring -water and construct- 
ing municipal water works, and in a necessary 
sum for constructing municipal electric light 
woiUs. A special election was called by the 
City Council fur October 7, 1897 at which 
election the electors of the city voted in favor 
of bonding the city in the sum of $130,000 
for municipal water woiks and m the sum of 
$20,000 for a municipal electric light plant by 
a vote of 409 in favor of and 130 against. 
In December 1897 an action in quo warrant*) 
was instituted in the Supreme Court of Ne- 
vada by Mr. A. G. Fletcher in which the con- 
stitutionality of the Incorporation Act was as- 
sailed upon twelve distinct grounds and also in 
which the legality, regularity, and sufficiency 
of the special election held on October 7, 
1897, 
was questioned. On the 23rd day of 


February 1898, the Supreme Court of Ne- 
vada filed its unanimous opinion in the action 
in which it srstained the constitutionally of 
the Incorporation Act, and the legality, regu- 
larity, and the sufficiency of the special elec- 
tion, in each and every particular, The City 
Council is authorized by law to raise the nec- 
essary funds with which to meet the bond 
inteiest charges and to liquidate the prii cipal 
by either direct taxation of all property or by 
water and light charges against users or by 
both.
